In  Front  of  Soviet  Embassy  on  Simchat  Torah 

Rabbi  Donald  R.  Gerber,  Chairman  of  the  Soviet  Jewry  Committee  leads  members  of  the  Jewish 
Community  in  an  appeal  to  Russian  authorities  on  behalf  of  the  Refuseniks  and  Prisoners  of  Zion 
in  the  Soviet  Union.  More  than  200  came  to  express  their  solidarity  with  Soviet  Jewry  and  to  de- 
mand that  they  be  allowed  to  leave  without  hindrance  or  harassment.  They  assembled  at 
Strathcona  Park  and  then  marched  in  a torchlight  parade  to  the  Soviet  Embassy.  They  ended  their 
Simchat  Torah  Rally  at  the  Jewish  Community  Centre.  The  demonstration  was  arranged  by  the 
Soviet  Jewry  Committee  and  the  Group  of  35s  of  the  Jewish  Community  Council.  Ruth  Berger  is 
Chairman  of  the  Group  of  35s.

It  was  my  pleasure  on  October  3 last  to  formally  greet  Israel’s 
new  Ambassador  to  Canada,  Yeshayahu  Anug 
wife  Renee  on  their  arrival  in  Ottawa.  On  October  IX,  the  Board 
nf  Trustees  held  a luncheon  in  their  honour.  . . 

The  arrival  of  a new  Israeli  Ambassador  to  Canada  is  an  im- 
nortant  event  in  the  life  of  Ottawa  Jewry.  Ottawa  is  the  place 
where  ambassadors  establish  their  home  away  from  Jerusalem 
and  therefore  we  greet  not  only  a diplomat  but  a new  resident  of 

°U,™ntbu<  reflect  when  waiting  for  Mr and  Mr.  Anug  to 
arrive  what  thoughts  went  through  the  minds  ot  those  wno 
awaited  the  arrival  of  the  first  Israeli  Ambassador  Michael  Com- 
ay and  his  wife  Joan  in  1953.  It  surely  was  an  historic  occasion. 
fi.  that  time  we  have  seen  eight  ambassadors  come  and  go, 

K __  rounsellor  in  Buenos  Aires  and  as  Ambassador  to 
fCuav  an^o Paraguay.  He  has  also  served  as  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  in  London,  England.  Mr.  Anug  has  at  varying 
timeslield  senior  positions  in  the  Foreign  Ministry  in  Jerusalem, 
lh™  last  as  Assistant  Director  General  with  responsibility  for 
Latin  America,  Africa,  Asia  and  Australia. 

The  Ambassador’s  arrival  in  Canada  comes  at  a time  when 
Canada’s  role  in  Middle  Eastern  affairs  is  under  scrutiny  by  a 

new  Canadian  government.  The  new  government’s  position  on 
Jerusalem  is  subject  to  the  result  of  the  Stanfield  mission  to  the 
Middle  East.  All  of  Mr.  Anug’s  skills  as  a diplomat  will  be  called 
upon  to  put  forward  to  the  Candian  government  the  Israeli  posi- 
tion. The  increasing  political  activities  by  the  P.L.O.  and 1 the  oil 
rich  Arab  states  are  creating  additional  pressures  on  the  Cana- 
dian government  to  shift  its  traditional  stand  in  support  of 
Israel  We  must,  as  Canadian  Jews,  aid  Mr.  Anug  in  his  task  by 
expressing  to  our  government,  in  no  uncertain  terms,  that  Cana- 
diaTlews  are  .Sited. In  their  support  for  the  policy  of  the 
government  of  Israel  and  for  the  creation  of  a climate  for  a i just 
Snd  durable  peace  for  Israel  with  all  her  neighbours.  On  behalf 
of  the  Jews  of  Ottawa,  I know  I can  pledge  such  support  to  Mr. 
Anug  and  I wish  both  him  and  his  wife  a pleasant  stay  in  Ot- 
tawa. 

State  of  Israel  Bonds 

It  is  appropriate  that  the  new  Ambassador  for  Israel  arrives  in 
Ottawa  as  we  begin  a new  year  and  as  the  State  of  Israel  Bond 
Drive  is  under  way. 

State  of  Israel  Bonds  have,  for  some  twenty-five  years  now 
provided  a steady  source  of  development  capital  to  Israel  at 
favourable  interest  rates.  They  have  been  an  investment  by  the 
Jews  of  the  world  in  the  State  of  Israel,  an  investment  in  which 
not  a single  person  has  ever  lost  any  money.  Interest  has  been 
paid  promptly  on  every  issue  of  State  of  Israel  Bonds.  Even  dur- 
ing  the  troubled  times  of  war,  when  the  survival  of  Israel  was  at 
stake,  State  of  Israel  Bonds  never  defaulted. 

The  importance  of  bond  dollars  to  Israel’s  economy  cannot  be 
underestimated.  The  dollars  provide  the  development  capital 
essential  to  a developing  nation.  In  the  aftermath  of  the  Egyp- 
tian peace  treaty,  massive  amounts  of  capital  will  be  needed  to 
finance  the  movement  of  settlements  from  the  Sinai  to  the 
Negev.  This  capital  requirement  is  in  addition  to  the  ongoing  re- 
quirement to  expand  Israel’s  economy. 

The  1979  Bond  Drive  is  headed  by  John  Greenberg  and  his 
wife  Gladys  and  they  have  reported  that  the  Yom  Kippur  appeal 
in  the  Synagogues  has  been  successful.  They  have  also  reported 
that  there  is  still  a long  way  to  go  to  reach  the  Ottawa  goal  of 
sales  of  $1,000,000. 

Many  Jews  of  Ottawa  purchased  bonds  in  1967  in  the  after- 
math of  the  Six-Day  War.  These  bonds  are  now  approaching 
maturity,  and  I would  urge  all  of  those  who  hold  them  to  re- 
invest them  in  a new  series.  State  of  Israel  Bonds  can  be  used  for 
payment  of  Project  Renewal  gifts  as  well  as  for  gifts  to  many 
Israeli-based  institutions  and  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 

The  Bond  organization  will  be  sponsoring  a number  of  events 
in  the  coming  weeks  and  I urge  you  to  support  their  efforts.  On 
November  15  at  the  Agudath  Israel  Congregation,  a tribute  is 
being  held  in  honour  of  eleven  women  leaders  of  various 
women’s  organizations  in  our  city. 

Israel  needs  the  capital  generated  by  State  of  Israel  Bonds  and 
we,  the  Jews  of  Ottawa,  should  invest  our  share.  Please  buy 
your  bond  now  by  calling  the  Bond  office  at  232-7139.

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Blacks  and  the  PLO: 
No  Common  Ground

Amid  the  heated  controver- 
sy following  Andy  Young’s 
resignation  as  Ambassador  to 
the  United  Nations,  .some 
black  people  have  suddenly 
embraced  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organzation 
(PLO). 

As  I see  it,  some  black 
leaders  have  turned  to  the 
PLO  in  an  effort  to  act  as  con- 
ciliators between  Israel  and  the 
Palestinians.  Other  blacks,  I 
believe,  met  with  PLO 
representatives  in  New  York  to 
demonstrate  their  in- 
dependence from  official 
United  States  policy.  And  still 
others  viewed  such  meetings  as 
a way  of  striking  back  against 
Israel  and  the  American 
Jewish  community  for  their 
supposed  involvement  in 
engineering  Andy’s  ouster. 

But  regardless  of  motiva- 
tion, I think  black  people  must 
clearly  understand  the  moral 
— yes,  moral  — issue  involved 
here.  For  in  seriously  consider- 
ing links  with  a group  like  the 
PLO,  the  black  community  is 
moving  beyond  the  realm  of 
mundane  “politics  as  usual”. 
We  are  moving  into  an  area 
where  we  face  three  enormous 
risks:  First,  we  risk  causing 
serious  divisions  within  our 
own  ranks  second,  we  risk  the 
forfeiture  of  our  own  moral 
prestige,  which  is  based  on  a 
long  and  noble  tradition  of 
non-violence;  and  third,  we 
risk  becoming  the  unwitting 
accomplices  of  an  organiza- 
tion committed  to  the  bloody 
destruction  of  Israel,  indeed  of 
the  Jewish  people. 

Some  people  have  pointed 
to  a few  superficial  parallels 
between  the  American  civil 
rights  movement  and  the 
PLO.  Naturally,  this  talk 
about  the  PLO  as  a “civil 
rights”  group  or  a minority 
movement  within  Israel  has 
generated  sympathy  for  the 
Palestinians  among  black  peo- 
ple. But  this  identification  and 
even  solidarity  with  the  PLO  is 
based  on  a terrible  perversion 
of  the  truth,  not  only  the  truth 
about  the  PLO,  but  the  truth 
about  our  own  movement  as 
well. 

Looking  back  on  the  history 
of  the  PLO,  one  thing 
becomes  abundantly  clear:  the 
PLO,  from  the  day  of  its  crea- 
tion in  1964,  has  never  once 
uttered  a word  in  support  of 
any  form  of  non-violent 
resistance,  peaceful  relations 
between  Israelis  and  Palesti- 
nians, or  a political  solution  to 
the  complex  problems  in  the 
Middle  East.  By  contrast, 
black  leaders  in  America, 
especially  central  figures  like 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.,  and 
A.  Philip  Randolph,  never 
once  in  the  long  history  of  the 
civil  rights  struggle 
countenanced  violence  or  ter- 
rorism. 

American  civil  rights 
leaders,  of  course,  chose  non- 
violence for  many  political 
and  tactical  reasons;  but  Dr. 
King  once  identified  the  key

source  of  the  movement’s 
strategy  when  he  noted  that 
the  black  American  rejected 
physical  force  “because  he 
believed  that  through  physical 
force  he  could  lose  his  soul.” 
In  short,  the  choice  of  non- 
violence was  based  on  deeply- 
held  moral  principles.  It  was 
based  on  a desire  to  build  a 
community,  to  unleash  the 
creative  force  of  love,  and  to 
protect  and  enhance  the  God- 
given  human  dignity  of  all 
people,  be  they  friend  or  foe. 

The  PLO,  however, 
espouses  the  opposites  of  all 
principles.  In  word,  but  more 
directly  in  deed,  it  espouses 
violence,  hatred,  and  racism. 
It  repeatedly  scorns  reconcilia- 
tion. While  Dr.  King  fre- 
quently spoke  of  non- 
violence as  “the  sword  that 
heals,”  the  PLO  exalts  the 
sword  that  kills. 

My  description  of  the  PLO 
here  is  no  exaggeration.  Its 
tactics,  values  and  goals  are 
candidly  set  forth  in  its  Na- 
tional Covenant  and  other  of- 
ficial documents.  Its  legacy  of 
terrorism  is  written  in  innocent 
blood  across  Israel  and 
Western  Europe,  and  even 
across  the  Arab  lands  of  Jor- 
dan and  Lebanon.  Between 
1967  and  1977,  for  example, 
the  PLO  was  directly  responsi- 
ble for  killing  over  1,100 
unarmed  men,  women  and 


children;  its  terrorist  activities 
maimed  nearly  2,500  people; 
and  it  held  over  2,700 
hostages.  Moreover,  this 
organization  has  trained  and 
armed  other  terrorist  groups 
such  as  the  Baader-Meinhof 
gang  in  Germany,  and  the  Red 
Brigades  in  Italy.  Considering 
this  record,  I fear  that  in- 
dividuals who  see  similarities 
between  our  struggle  and  the 
terror  campaign  of  the  PLO 
are  ignoring  or  twisting  the 
facts. 

By  harshly  criticizing  the 
PLO,  I do  not  mean  to  suggest 
that  black  leaders  have  no 
business  concerning 

themselves  with  Middle 
Eastern  problems.  Nor  am  I 
arguing  that  blacks  should 
shun  the  PLO  so  as  to  in- 
gratiate themselves  with 
American  Jews.  Rather,  I am 
saying  that  if  black  Americans 
are  to  play  any  constructive  or 
conciliatory  role  in  shaping 
American  policy  in  the  Mid- 
dle East,  we  must  do  so  in  a 
manner  totally  consistent  with 
the  moral  and  spiritual  tradi- 
tion of  non-violence.  We  must 
therefore  reject  hasty  ahd  ex- 
pedient moves;  we  must  reject 
any  formal  or  organizational 
relationship  with  the  PLO. 
Any  links  with  the  PLO,  no 
matter  how  limited,  would 
give  legitimacy  and  tacit  ap- 
proval to  the  rule  of  the  gun. 

Dr.  King,  in  his  letter  from 
the  Birmingham  jail,  included 
a story  to  illustrate  the  rewards 
of  perseverance  in  the  non- 
violent tradition.  He  wrote 
about  a 72-year-old  black 
woman  who  walked  a long 
distance  every  day  during  a 
bus  boycott.  Frequently  she 
was  jeered  by  hostile  whites; 
she  was  tired  and  physically 
weak,  but  she  refused  to  use 
the  buses.  Someone  asked  her 
why  she  continues  to  support 
the  non-violent  protest.  Her 
response,  I believe,  will  always 
be  precious:  “My  feets  is 
tired,”  she  said,  “but  my  soul 
is  at  rest.” 

By  shunning  and  condemn- 
ing the  terrorism  of  the  I*LO, 
we  too  can  be  assured  that  our 
souls  will  be  at  rest  as  we 
preserve  our  tradition  of  non- 
violence.

Lebanon 

Lebanon  continues  to  suffer 
from  the  continuous  strife 
which  has  existed  since  1976 
and  does  not  appear  to  exer- 
cise any  of  the  normal  at- 
tributes of  a sovereign  state. 
The  Moslem-Christian  conflict 
remains  unresolved.  Thirty 
thousand  Syrian  soldiers  con- 
tinue to  form  the  bulwark  of 
troups  of  various  Arab  nations 
who  have  imposed  a virtual 
forced  occupation  and  the 
PLO  is  estimated  to  have  an  ir- 
regular army  of  18,000 
soldiers  in  the  country.  The  in- 
stability of  this  situation  has  a 
spill-over  effect  on  Israel,  for 
whom  the  security  of  its  nor- 
thern border  is  essential.  PLO 
terrorist  infiltrations  into 
Israel  and  bombings  in  Israeli 
urban  centres  have  been  in- 
creased. The  Israeli  response 
of  retaliation  and  pre-emptive 
strikes  in  order  to  defend 
Israel’s  national  security  has 
unavoidably  resulted  in  some 
civilian  casualties  which  has 
brought  upon  Israel  the  con- 
demnation of  much  of  the 
world,  including  her  friends. 

The  Christian  enclave  along 
the  Israeli  frontier  under  the 
control  of  Major  Hadad,  con- 
tinues to  serve  as  a useful  buf- 
fer for  Israel  between  herself 
and  PLO  terrorists.  Major 
Hadad  largely  exists  through 
Israeli  military  support.  The 
military  usefulness  of  Major 
Hadad’s  army  probably  out- 
weighs the  political  criticism 
that  Israel  has  faced  for  sup- 
porting such  an  organization. 

The  United  Nations  Interim 
Force  is  virtually  impotent  in 
terms  of  preventing  infiltra- 
tion of  PLO  terrorists  into 
southern  Lebanon.  On  two  oc- 
casions, United  Nations’ 
soldiers  have  been  caught  in 
Israel  smuggling  arms  and  am- 
munition for  the  PLO.  The 
government  of  Israel, 
justifiably,  has  little  faith  in 
the  ability  of  the  United  Na- 
tions Force  to  prevent  PLO 
guerrillas  from  passing 
through  their  positions  and 
continuing  on  into  Israel  in 
order  to  kill  Israeli  civilians. 

PLO  Political  Offensive 
In  recent  months,  the  PLO 
appears  to  have  made  some 
major  gains  in  gaining  accep- 
tance and  respectability  in  the 
major  communities.  The  im- 
petus for  such  gains  may  have 
come  largely  through  the  re- 
cent oil  scare.  While  Saudi 
Arabia  has  recently  announc- 
ed its  intentions  to  increase  its 
production  of  oii  about

1,000,000  barrels  per  day  for 
an  indefinite  length  of  time,  it 
has  made  it  clear  that  it  is 
looking  for  concessions,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  the 
establishment  of  a Palestinian 
state.  Yasser  Arafat  was  able 
to  meet  with  Austrian 
Chancellor  Bruno  Kreisky  and 
Socialist  International  Chair- 
man Willy  Brandt.  Mr.  Arafat 
was  accorded  a statesman’s 
welcome  on  this  occasion,  as 
well  as  at  a recent  meeting  with 
the  political  leaders  of  Spain. 
The  most  publicized  meeting 
was  that  between  the  black 
American  representative  to  the 
United  Nations,  Andrew 
Young,  and  the  PLO’s  chief 
U.N.  observer,  Zehdi  Terzi,  in 
New  York.  This  meeting  was 
an  apparent  defiance  of 
American  diplomatic  policy 
which  had  promised  Israel  that 
no  such  contacts  would  be 
held  until  the  PLO  was 
prepared  to  drop  its  Covenant 
and  recognize  the  right  of 
Israel  to  exist  in  peace  as  a 
sovereign  nation. 

The  United  States  govern- 
ment, for  a brief  time,  even 
appeared  to  be  on  the  verge  of 
taking  the  initiative  in  the 
United  Nations  General 
Assembly  to  introduce  a new 
resolution  which  might  have 
had  the  effect  of  watering 
down  the  status  of  Resolution 
242  which  has  always  been 
considered  by  Israel  as  the 
framework  of  terms  which 
would  be  acceptable  to  her  for 
a comprehensive  peace.  The 
Andrew  Young  meeting, 
which  led  to  his  being  fired, 
resulted  in  a back-lash  of 
resentment  against  the  State  of 
Israel  and  the  Jewish  com- 
munity by  various  black 
leaders  in  the  United  States. 
Several  Black  organizations 
have  reacted  by  going  out  of 
their  way  to  make  contact  with 
members  of  the  PLO  including 
a well-publicized  trip  to 
Lebanon  by  representatives  of 
the  Southern  Christian 
Leadership  Conference,  the 
organization  formerly  headed 
by  Martin  Luther  King. 

The  black  community  failed 
to  take  into  account  that  the 
firing  of  Andrew  Young  was 
not  made  at  the  insistence -of 
the  State  of  Israel  or  represen- 
tatives of  the  American  Jewish 
community.  Protests  were  fil- 
ed expressing  concern  about 
the  breaking  of  a commitment 
by  the  American  government 
and  concern  about  any  erosion 
of  support  for  Israel.  The  fir- 
ing of  Young  was  an  American 


government  decision  due  to 
the  fact  that  be  had  lied  to  his 
superiors  about  his  contacts 
and  that  such  a meeting  was  in 
defiance  of  American 
diplomatic  policy.  Andrew 
Young  had  further  become  an 
embarrassment  to  the  Carter 
administration  as  a result  of  a 
series  of  indiscrete  comments 
about  various  issues.  This  inci- 
dent may  have  been  the 
culminating  opportunity  for 
President  Carter  to  remove 
Mr.  Young. 

A meeting  of  the  so-called 
non-aligned  nations  in  Havana 
adopted  a resolution  taking 
the  position  that  the  peace  in- 
itiative between  Egypt  and 
Israel  represented  a serious 
threat  to  “peace”  in  the  area 
and  endorsed  the  right  of  the 
PLO  and  other  Arab  states  to 
“reject  and  oppose  any  solu- 
tion or  settlement  detrimental 
to  the  inalienable  national 
rights  of  the  Palestinian  peo- 
ple and  the  liberation  of  all  the 
occupied  Arab  territories  and 
to  foil  them  through  all  possi- 
ble means  including  the  use  of 
force.”  They  called  on  the  im- 
position of  sanctions  against 
Israel  including  embargoes 
and  exclusion  from  the  inter- 
national community.  They 
also  recommended  that 
political,  diplomatic  and 
economic  measures  be  con- 
sidered against  those  nations 
supporting  Israel. 

Egypt  and  Israel 

While  Egypt  and  Israel  have 
been  unable  to  resolve  their 
differences  on  proposed 
Palestinian  autonomy,  they 
have  been  able  to  achieve  pro- 
gress in  other  areas  and  main- 
tain harmonious  relations  not- 
withstanding external  events. 
When  Washington  invited  an 
ill-suited  team  of  United  Na- 
tions observers  to  monitor 
adherence  to  the  Treaty  in  the 
Sinai,  Sadat  and  Begin  quickly 
agreed  to  a joint  military 
patrol  instead.  Sadat  appears 
opposed  to  the  propriety  and 
wisdom  of  any  American  ef- 
forts to  draw  the  PLO  into 
Israeli-Egyptian  negotiations. 
President  Sadat  called  the 
U.S.  plan  to  introduce  its  own 
security  council  resolution, 
stupid  and  appears  to  not  want 
to  deal  with  the  PLO  as 
presently  constituted.  The 
possibility  that  the  Saudi 
pressures  might  in  turn  force 
the  entry  of  the  PLO  into  the 
negotiations  might  well  be  the 
impetus  for  Begin  and  Sadat 
to  make  progress  on  their 
bilateral  talks.

From  the  J.C.C.  Shelves 

Review  of 
Library  Books 


By  Dena  Shalom 

More  than  two  million  peo- 
ple were  directly  employed  in 
the  Nazi  machinery  of  destruc- 
tion, and  many  more  millions 
profited  by  pillage  and  loot. 
Outside  of  Germany,  world 
leaders  hesitated  to  believe 
what  was  happening,  to  pro- 
test strongly,  or  to  give  refuge 
to  the  victims.  No  one  book 
can  deal  with  such  an  enormity 
of  horror.  Four  books  recently 
acquired  by  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  Library  ap- 
proach it  in  different  ways. 
Each  book  presents  another 
aspect  of  the  machinery  in 
operation  and  exposes  another 
thread  in  the  web  that  entrap- 
ped European  Jewry. 

The  Yellow  Star  written  by 
Gerhardt  Schoenberg,  a Ger- 
man, for  his  countrymen,  is 
mainly  a pictorial  record.  The 
photographs  and  the  accom- 
panying comments  vividly 
portray  the  mounting  horror, 
the  humiliations  and  suffering 
and  finally  the  destruction. 
Most  of  the  photographs  are 
taken  from  official  sources  or 
by  people  who  obtained  of- 


ficial permission. 

The  Holocaust  Years:  Socie- 
ty on  Trial  is  a collection  of 
readings  that  attempt  to 
answer  the  why  and  the  how  of 
the  Holocaust  by  placing  it 
against  the  wider  background 
of  other  prejudices  and 
atrocities.  Most  interesting  are 
the  explanations  of  the  Nazi 
• leaders  of  their  acts  and  those 
of  the  rank  and  file  as  to  why 
they  became  Nazis. 

The  Tulips,  are  Red  is  the 
personal  account  of  Leesha 
Rose,  a Dutch  Jewess.  The 
book  describes  how  a lucky 
impulse  started  her  6n  the 
road  to  survival  and  how  her 
mounting  anger  led  her  to  the 
resistance  movement.  Her  sim- 
ple account  of  how  her  family 
attempted  to  cope  and  the 
choices  they  had  to  make  gives 
us  some  insight  in  the  ordeal 
of  Dutch  Jewry. 

Paul  Trepman,  a Polish  Jew 
from  Warsaw,  describes  in  his 
book  Among  Men  and  Beasts 
how  he  survived  by  passing  as 
a Pole  and  working  for  the 
Polish  resistance  in  the 
Ukraine  in  small  communities.
